The Elba Board of Edu- 
cation met Tuesday night, 
Nov. 17, for the board’s reg- 
ular monthly meeting, and 
COVID-19 was the main 
topic of the rather lengthy 
meeting. 

With the 
Thanksgiving 
holiday ap- 
proaching 
and the end 
of the second 
nine weeks 
also not far 
behind, Su- 
perintendent 
Chris Mose- 
ley discussed 
in length the 
COVID-19 
numbers 
[percentages] 
that Elba City 
Schools had 
been dealing 
with this 
school year. 

With COVID numbers 
rising county and state- 
wide, Moseley admitted it 
was an increased concern 
for all schools, but he told 
board members that Elba’s 
numbers had not been too 
alarming at any point so far 
inthe school year. However, 
he did say that there had 
been notification that even- 
ing [Nov. 17™] of some ad- 
ditional positive cases 
among a few high school 
students, but he still did not 
think it would be enough to 
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things have gotten 
lax - not at our 
schools — but in so- 
ciety with masks 
and taking protec- 
tions,’ Elba City 
Schools Superin- 


Moseley said. “We 
all need to do what 
we can to stay safe, 
in the schools and 
from the 


cause alarm for Elba City 
Schools. 

“T do think things have 
gotten lax — not at our 
schools — but in society with 
masks and taking protec- 
tions,” Moseley said. “We 
all need to do what we can 
to stay safe, in the schools 

and away from 
think the school. We 
can control what 
happens here at 
our schools, but 
we cannot con- 
trol what every- 
one does away 
from the schools, 
so, we need the 
community’s 
help in wearing 
face masks and 
adhering to the 
safety protocols 
in place.” 

For the first 
nine weeks of 
school, the super- 
intendent said the 
high school had 
1,08 percent of its 280-plus 
students to test positive for 
COVID-19. That was about 
2-3 students that tested pos- 
itive. During that same 
timeframe, he said about 
11.51 percent of students 
were sent home for quaran- 
tine due to a ‘close contact” 
exposure. 

For teachers at the high 
school, Moseley said there 
was a 16.67 percent rate for 
positives cases among 
teacher, but he noted that 
only. equates to about four 
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people. Teachers quaran- 
tined due to exposure for 
the first nine weeks as 5.12 
percent -— about two 
teachers, Moseley said. 

At the elementary school, 
Moseley said the first nine 
weeks saw only 0.83 per- 
cent of students testing pos- 
itive for the virus out of 
350-plus students. Teachers 
testing positive [including a 
few that actually tested pos- 
itive right before the start of 


school] for the first nine

Elba FD responded 
to multiple fires last 
Tuesday, Nov. 17... 


The Elba Volunteer Fire 
Department responded to 
two separate fires Tuesday, 
Nov. 17, in Elba. The first 
fire was a vehicle fire in the 
parking lot of the Elba Gulf 
Travel Center on the 203 
Bypass in Elba (pictured 
above). The cab of an 18- 
wheeler was fully engulfed 
with flames when the call 
came in and the firefighters 
responded. They were able 
to get this blaze under con- 
trol relatively quickly and no 
injuries were reported. 

The second fire of the day 
came around 6:15 p.m. 
Tuesday evening when the 
fire department was dis- 
patched to a structure fire at 
544 Adkinson Avenue in 
downtown Elba (pictured 
left). This fire destroyed a 
single-family home.

The home- 
owner was not at home 
when the fire started, and it 
was reported that officials 
believe faulty wiring may 
have caused the house fire.

Quarantined students due 
to exposure from the ele- 
mentary school the first 
nine weeks was 7.99 per- 
cent, along with 16.69 per- 
cent of teachers quarantined 
over the same timeframe. 

“Tt sounds worse when 
you hear the number of stu- 
dents being sent home for 
quarantine because of po- 
tential exposure,” Moseley 
said. “However, these were 
good numbers overall. Our 
school nurse hates making 
those phone calls, but per- 
centage-wise these were 
good numbers for our sys- 
tem.” 

For the current second 
nine weeks of school 
[through Monday, Nov. 16], 
Moseley said the high 
school had experienced 1.06 
percent of students positive 
with the virus; but, he added 
that he had just learned of 
two additional positives 
cases for high school stu- 
dents within the hour of last 
Tuesday evening’s board 
meeting. He said 11 percent 
of students had been quar- 
antined so far during the 
second nine weeks of 
school. 

For teachers, Moseley 
said 3 percent had tested 
positive, and 5 percent had 
been quarantined. 

The elementary school 
had shown a slight increase 
in student positive cases for 
the second nine week, 
Moseley said, going up to 
1.12 percent with 17 percent 
being quarantined. He said 
the teachers positive case 
rate had been 5 percent with 
11 percent quarantined. 

“That being said, I have 
talked with the nurse sev- 
eral times, and not one 
child’s case where a student 
got quarantined due to a 
possible close contact expo- 
sure has traced back to them 
also testing _ positive,” 
Moseley said. “That may 
change a bit at the high

school now with these new 
cases we have learned of 
today, but so far it has not 
happened with our schools.” 

He said the only cases 
they had been able to con- 
nect so far from the schools 
were a couple of teachers 
that may have contacted the 
virus from a student. 

Looking even closer at 
the numbers, Elba Elemen- 
tary School principal Debra 
Strickland said the elemen- 
tary school had 72 absences 
on Tuesday, Nov. 17, with 
50 of those being COVID- 
related. Elba High School 
assistant principal Jason 
Tucker said the high school 
had 44 absences that same 
day that were COVID-re- 
lated. 

“T know there have been 
lots of rumors about what 
schools are going to do after 
Thanksgiving,” Moseley 
said. “We are not closing 
here at Elba City Schools. 
We feel good about our 
numbers right now. Our 
numbers just don’t throw us 
into a panic right now.” 

He said all of this had 
certainly not been fun for 
anyone. 

“Our percentages or 
numbers just don’t make 
me say we can’t come to 
school right now,” Moseley 
said. “Those numbers 
would have to be way 
higher than they are right 
now for me to begin think- 


cam | 
staat 


ing that way. We want our 
students on campus for in- 
person education if at all 
possible.” 

Moseley and his admin- 
istrators did also note that 
the number of students en- 
rolled virtually at Elba had 
decreased drastically from 
the first nine week to the 
second nine weeks. 

Of 358 students enrolled 
for the second nine weeks 
at the elementary school, 
Strickland said only 33 
were virtual students now. 
She said that was down tre- 
mendously from the first 
nine weeks. 

Tuckers said of 286 stu- 
dents at the high school 
only about 30 were virtual 
this second nine weeks. He 
said the high school began 
the year with around 80 vir- 
tual students. 

“Over half of our virtual 
students came back to the 
school for traditional learn- 
ing the second nine weeks,” 
Tucker said. 

As the COVID-19 pan- 
demic continues, Moseley 
said he would keep the 
board and community up- 
to-date on things going on 
at Elba City Schools. He 
thanked everyone for their 
support and encouraged 
them to continue to follow 
all safety guidelines handed 
down from the state to help 
keep schools open and op- 
erating. 


The Choctawhatchee, Pea 
and Yellow Rivers Water- 
shed Management Authority 
(CPYRWMA) recently re- 
placed four rain and river 
level gauges in Coffee and 
Dale counties. The gauges 
replaced include Big Creek

The gauges are a 
part of the CPYRWMA’s 
basin-wide Flood Warning 
System (FWS). 

The purpose of the FWS 
is to provide timely, reliable, 
and accurate warnings of 
potential flooding in areas 
experiencing threatening 
weather conditions. Infor- 
mation from the FWS is dis- 
seminated real time to

During Coffee County Commission meeting 


EMA director says COVID-19 case 


numbers show rise for local area

The Coffee County Com- 
mission meeting met Mon- 
day morning, Nov. 23, and 
Coffee County EMA direc- 
tor James Brown said the 
numbers for new cases of 
COVID-19 in the county 
continue to go up again. 

At the meeting held Nov. 
11th, Brown reported the 
county was averaging about 
18 new cases per day. On 
Monday, he said __ that 
number had grown to about 
24 new cases per day, for 
Coffee County. 

Based on the data, Brown 
said it does appear the med- 
ical professionals had gotten 
a better handle on treating 
the virus as overall hospital 
stays seem to have short- 
ened for those admitted with 
the illness. However, he 
said while it is good those 
admitted to hospitals seem 
to have shorter stays, as the 


numbers for cases rise so 


will the numbers for people © 


admitted to hospitals. 

“We worry about staffing 
for the hospitals,” Brown 
said. “As numbers go up in 
the communities, the also 
go up with hospital staffs.” 

He added that it remains 
imperative for citizens to 
continue wearing face 
masks and practicing safe 
social distancing to try and 
help combat the spread of 
the virus, 

“We do not want to reach 
point where there are not 
enough hospital beds,” 
Brown said. 


Commissioner Jim 
Thompson asked Brown 
what he was hearing about a 
vaccine, and Brown said he 
thinks it will be around 
January before this area has 
the vaccine. He added that 
hospital staffs and emer- 
gency responders would 
most likely be the first to 
receive the vaccine, and it 
might be early spring be- 
fore the general public is 


able to receive the vaccine — 


shots [Brown said most of 
the vaccines being gener- 


ated now for COVID-19 ac- 


tually require two different 
shots].

The Brantley Bulldogs 
and Maplesville Red Devils 
butted heads Friday night in 
the third round of the Class 
1A football playoffs and 
after 48-minutes of big 
plays on both sides of the 
ball it was the Bulldogs that 
advanced to semifinal ac- 
tion with an exciting 21-19 
win, at David Lowery Sta- 
dium, in Brantley, 

Brantley put the ball in 
play at its own 38-yardline 
to open the game after a 
short kickoff and needed 
only two plays to reach the 
endzone, as on the second 
play from scrimmage 
Tucker Kilcrease fired a 
pass to Kenuwyn Dixon 
near the sidelines, and from 
there Dixon did the rest as 
he avoided a defender and 
raced 56 yards for a touch- 
down. Carson Jones kicked 
the extra-point, and with 
only 25-seconds gone off 
the clock the Bulldogs were 
already on top 7-0. 

Brantley turned the ball 
over on downs at the Ma- 
plesville 29-yardline on its 
next possession, but got the 
ball back at its own 21-yard- 
line after a Red Devil punt 
and this time went 79 yards 
in ten plays to extend its 
lead. Robert Shine rushed 
for 36 yards on three carries 
and Tucker Kilcrease com- 
pleted 3 of 4 passes for 44 
yards to lead the Bulldogs 
down the field, with the 
score coming on a 10-yard 
touchdown toss from Kil- 
crease to Daquan Pittman. 
Jones added the extra-point 
as Brantley upped its lead to 
14-0 with 11:05 remaining 
in the second quarter. 

The Red Devils were 
down, but determined to get 
back in the game, and did 
just that as they reached the 
endzone on their next two 
possessions to pull within 
14-13 at the half. The two 
Maplesville scoring drives 
covered 67 and 70 yards and 
ate up almost ten minutes off 
the clock, as the Red Devils 
cut into the Brantley lead 
and kept the high-powered 
Bulldog offense off the field. 

The first Red Devil scor- 
ing drive went 67 yards in 
eight plays, with Jackson 
Abbott sparking the drive as 
he completed two passes for 
24 yards and rushed for 25 
yards, including an 8-yard 
touchdown run up the mid- 
dle. The extra-point attempt 
sailed wide, but with 6:37 
left in the second quarter the 
Red Devils had pulled 
within 14-6. 

Maplesville regained pos- 
session at its own 30-yard- 
line after the only Brantley 
punt of the game, and this 
time went 70 yards in 12 
plays to get back into the 
endzone. The Red Devils 
faced a first down and 25 at 
the Brantley 42-yardline 
after a pair of penalties, but 
overcame the penalty flags 
and got back on the score- 
board when on fourth down 
and five Jackson Abbott 
connected with Cole Gray in 
the middle of the field with 
a 22-yard touchdown pass. 
Abbott added the extra- 
point, and with two-seconds 
left in the half the Bulldogs 
lead was down to 14-13. 

Brantley began its initial 
possession of the third 
quarter at its own 15-yard- 
line after a Maplesville punt 
and went 85 yards in ten 
plays to extend its lead. The 
Bulldogs converted two 
third down situations and 
one fourth down play on the 
long scoring drive, as they 


- moved the chains on third 


down on passes from Kil- 
crease to Taye Person for 
10-yards, and from Kil- 
crease to Morrell Edwards 
for 28 yards. The big fourth 
down play went for a score 
as Kenuwyn Dixon took a 
direct snap in the backfield 
and raced untouched 29 
yards for a touchdown. 
Jones again added the extra- 
point as Brantley pushed its

lead to 21-13 with 6:50 left 
in the third quarter. 

Maplesville went three 
and out on its ensuing pos- 
session, but then got a big 
break when a swing pass 
from Kilcrease to Shine was 
ruled a lateral, and a Red 
Devil defender scooped up 
the loose ball and rambled 
to the Bulldog 1-yardline. 
Two plays later Jackson Ab- 
bott scored on a quarterback 
sneak as the Devils pulled 
within 21-19 with 4:32 left 
in the quarter. Abbott kept 
on an option on a two-point 
try, but Brantley’s Tucker 
Kilcrease met the Devil 
back in the hole for a stop 
that preserved the Bulldogs 
slim 21-19 lead. 

Brantley failed to move 
the chains on its next two 
offensive series, but re- 
gained possession at its own 
23-yardline after a Devil 
punt and went on a nine 
play drive that ate up over 
five minutes off the clock 
and ended at the Maples- 
ville 8-yardline. Tucker Kil- 
crease rushed for 31 yards 
on three carries and com- 
pleted two of three passes 
for 31 yards during the long 
drive down the field. Ho- 
wever, the ‘Dogs came 
away empty-handed and 
gave the ball back to Ma- 
plesville with 4:30 remain- 
ing on the clock. 

Maplesville moved out to 
a first down at its own 34- 
yardline in just three plays, 
but the Bulldogs Tucker 
Kilcrease came through 
with back-to-back quarter- 
back sacks that resulted in a 
loss of 22 yards, and then 
swatted down a fourth down 
pass near midfield as Brant- 
ley held on to claim the 22- 
19 win. 

Tucker Kilcrease rushed 
for 31 yards on 9 carries and 
completed 14 of 26 passes 
for 218 yards and 2 touch- 
downs, and Kenuwyn Dixon 
added 35 yards and one td 
on three totes and caught 8 
passes for 131 yards and one 
td to lead the Brantley of- 
fense, while Robert Shine 
rushed for 68 yards on 9 
carries and Daquan Pittman 
pulled in 3 passes for 41 
yards and one td.

Two of the state’s top small school football powers will 
tangle Friday night in the semifinals of the Class 1A play- 
offs when the undefeated (13-0) Brantley Bulldogs chal- 
lenge the undefeated (13-0) Linden Patriots, in Linden.
